By Howard W. Blakexler 
Ann Arbor, Mich. < A P )-G y m n a ­ 
sium athletics arc only a minor fac­ 
tor in development of student health 
at the University of Michigan. 
Medical exam inations show an im ­ 
provement in the health of 40 per 
cent of the .seniors as compared 
with their freshm an years. 
This result is attributed to the 
college health departm ent, which 
for 17 years lias been teaching m od­ 
eration and attention to diet, sleep, 
and m ental poise, and easily avail­ 
able medical (Tare. in short, to an 
all around care of health. 
Gym Incidental 
Athletics are only incidental, and 
j one form of them, compulsory gym ­ 
nasium work, long a cornerstone of 
supposed collegiate health, has been 
found of doubtful usefulness. 
Enforced gymnasium training as 
a health m easure was exploded by 
studies 
of 
its

I groups of freshmen. 
One took two 
hours a week. and the other group 
was excused. 
The students taking the gym na­ 
sium work de' eloped more colds, 
I more acute bronchitis, more boils 
and local infections, more tim e spent 
j in hospital and infirm ary and more 
accidents.

At any rate it is clear
